Office action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant's 

have elected a peptide having formula I wherein n = 2, R! = a CI to C20 alkyl 

(including cycloalkyl) group, and X 2 is Arg-Trp for prosecution, (page 4 of 

response). However, Applicant's have selected embodiements from the 4 page 

claim that do not match. For instance when n = 1, Rl may be C i-C 20 alkyl (page 

79). However, Applicant's have elected n = 2, and on the second page of the 

claim when n = 2, despite having 32 possible Rl combinations with multiple 

optional substitutions, a C i-C 20 alkyl is not recited. Applicant is again 

required to elect a single structure for examination, along with a statement 

as to which claims are encompassed by the elected structure.
